" ith sum m er over and the politicians 


starting to get into high gear for the Novem­ 


b er elections, T he D esert Sun will try to 


screen out of its columns much of the name- 


calling and politically vocal diarrhea which 


pours and will pour from both partisan camps. 


N\ e d like to get down to essentials. 
H ence, it is a good start to have both 
gubernatorial candidates state the broad pol­ 
itical precepts by which they are guided, 
so early in the race. 
G overnor Brown said Monday in Ana­ 
heim that, "H e, Nixon, believes government 
should stand aside, let the many elements 
of society fend for themselves, and step In 
as referee only when crisis impends." He 
added, "I believe government should lead, 
not follow — should be a participant, not a 
spectator, as California moves toward the 
exciting goals it has set for itself.” 
D ick Nixon asked last week what goals 
California has set and should set for itself. 
H e questioned w hether being top state in 
the nation in all-over crime, in narcotics ad­ 
dictions, in State budget and in welfare hand­ 
outs, necessarily was the type of leadership 
of which California citizens should be proud. 
H e asked w hether these were achievements 
w e wished to perpetuate. 
It's a good question and gets right down 


to the sheep-shearing, as does Brown's pol­ 
itical position, particularly on the welfare 
and other giveaway programs of the present 
administration. 
Brown's thinking, like the thinking of 
other misnamed "liberals'' is that government 
should not only meet the needs of its citi­ 
zens, it should initiate them. In his book, 
the old philosophy that government should 
only do for the citizens w hat they cannot do 
for themselves, has gone by the boards. He 
is selling the theory that Big Brother, in 
Sacramento nr in Washington, knows what 
is best and how to provide it. 
A good illustration of this hogwash is 
in the housing for the aged bill sponsored 
by the Brown administration in June and 
pu t before the people — who were still un­ 
bemused enough to reject it overwhelming­ 
ly. There government projected a need which 
simple arithmetic demonstrated did not exist. 
We believe with Dick Nixon, that this 
kind of thinking is pure political vote-bait 
— amusing if it were not so tragic. For tragic 
it is. in its implications. 
For, as Dick Nixon said, doing for people 
w hat they can and should do for themselves, 
kills the pride and self reliance on which 
this country was founded. 
Those are the essentials of this coming 
November election. 


Too Big for One Man's Decision 


Senator Everett Dirksen, the minority 


leader from Illinois, made two discoveries 


th e other day, the one leading to the other 


w hich greatly disturbed him and startled 


m any of his colleagues. 


The first w as that J. Edgar Hoover, 67, 


fs just three years away from mandatory re­ 
tirem ent and thus will not be director of 
th e Federal B ureau of Investigation forever. 
The other is that Mr. Hoover’s successor 
could be named by the Attorney General 
in about the way that office chooses a sten­ 
ographer — without Presidential appointment 
or Senate confirmation.

Our Space Policy — Second Best 


WASHINGTON, D C. - What 
is the rationale behind Deputy 
Secretary of 
Defense 
Roswell 
Gilpatric's astonishing statement 
that the United States is deter­ 
mined to be second in placing 
thermonuclear 
w e a p o n s 
in 
Space? 
I have learned that the deci­ 
sion. announced by Gilpatric be­ 
fore a group ol industrialista at 
South Bend. 
I n d i a n a , 
was 
cleared at the White House (and 
not discussed in the Space Coun­ 
cil where such matters would 
normally go) on these premises: 
I. American policy in Space 
Is defensive rather than offen­ 
sive. This idea is derived from 
the p r e a m b l e of the Nation­ 
al Aeronautics and Space Act of 
1958. which dedicates the effort 
to "peaceful purposes for the 
benefit of all mankind." Present 
policy is considered an interpre­ 
tation of the Space Act by the 
Kennedy 
Administration. 
T h e 
thought is that, while we will 
not, unless pushed into it. plan 
a Space program of weapons to 
destroy our enemies, we will and 
do have a program aimed at dis­ 
covering and destroying hostile 
missiles, bombs and vehicles in 
Space. Retaliation will be taken 
upon enemy hardware and “bas­ 
es" up there, but not upon the 
enemy homeland and population. 


Policy Unchanged 
5. American policy still holds, 
here in the Space age. that we 
can best hit Soviet targets with 
our land-and-sea-based missiles, 
and that the time lag of an en­ 
emy missile fired from Space 
would 
allow 
us 
considerable 
warning 
to 
take 
appropriate 
measures. 
3. American policy concedes 
to the enemy the advantage of 
n u c l e a r 
“blackmail” 
from 
Space. That is, we would not put 
any weapon into Space for the 
purpose of threatening the ene­ 
my. or of seeking the traditional 
military 
advantage 
of getting 
there first with the most. The 
idea is to get there second, if 
we must, and to hope that die 
enemy does’t force us to do 
that. 
The Kennedy military policy 
for Space, 
although 
defensive, 
aspirations! and pacific, is nev­ 
ertheless quite an improvement 
over that of President Eisenhow­ 
e r — who seemingly had no pol­ 


icy at all. The National Space 
Act called for the establishment 
of an Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Council, but 
Ike 
did 
nothing 
about it. 
When JFK took over, he ap­ 
pointed the distinguished Dr. Ed­ 
ward C. Welsh, a lean and keen 
man with that sort of mind, to 
be Executive Secretary of the 
Council. Welsh, who had been 
staff director and brain trust of 
the Symington Air Power Sub­ 
committee. found in March, 1961. 
that he had no money under the 
lame - duck Eisenhower budget. 
He obtained some from Presi­ 
dent Kennedy's emergency fund, 
set up an office, and collected 
a staff. Then he drafted an im­ 
portant amendment to the Space 
Act. It provided that the ener­ 
getic 
Vice 
President 
Johnson 
should be chairman of the Coun­ 
cil, its other members being the 
Secretaries of Defense and State, 
the chairman of the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission and the Ad­ 
ministrator of NASA. 


Welsh Saved the Day 
Without these prompt and per­ 
ceptive actions by Welsh, there 
would be no national Space pol­ 
icy today. There would be only 
the separate and often-conflict­ 
ing policies of Defense. State, 
NASA and AEC. The first ma­ 
jor decision of the Council was 
to advise the President to ac­ 


celerate P r o j e c t Apollo. Mr. 
Kennedy announced in earty 1961 
that we would put explorers on 
the moon during the sixties, sev­ 
eral years ahead of the leisurely 
Eisenhower schedule. 
The most significant military 
decision of the Space Council, 
because it involved the first nu­ 
clear device in Space, had to do 
with the 
project called 
SNAP 
(Systems for Nuclear Auxiliary 
Power). For some time the AEC 
had wanted to test the feasibil­ 
ity of a nuclear-powered battery 
to send back signals from navi­ 
gational satellites. The Defense 
Department, too, favored a test 
of this capability, but the State 
Department objected for a for­ 
eign relations reason. The inclin­ 
ation of the SNAP - carrying 
Transit IV-A vehicle from Cepe 
Canaveral was in the direction 
of Cuba. The launching time, 
June. 1961, fell shortly after the 
abortive invasion of Castro's do­ 
main. Secretary Rusk felt that 
we should not take the risk of 
irritating the bearded Commu­ 
nist dictator any further, or risk 
giving him the chance to accuse 
us of shooting nuclear devices 
over his head. 
Happily, the State Department 
was outvoted in the newly - es­ 
tablished 
Council, 
and 
SNAP 
proved a success.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - There 
are two ways to become a sym­ 
phony orchestra conductor, as­ 
suming that you are too poor to 
buy your own orchestra. 
One way is to enter a conserva­ 
tory and study music, hoping that 
you will some day be hired as a 
conductor. That is the hard way. 
The other way is to start out 
as a comedian, which is men 
harder. 
The only comedian currently 
functioning as a symphony con­ 
ductor 
is 
Danny 
Kaye. 
That 
shows you how hard it is for a 
comedian to get ahead in the con­ 
ducting racket. 
There are. of course, some con­ 
ductors who might qualify as 
comedians, but that doesn't count. 
The comic aspect of their con­ 
ducting usually is unintentional. 


Conducts Concert 
Kaye was in Washington this 
week beating the drums, or tym- 
pani, in connection with his forth­ 
coming appearance as guest con­ 
ductor of the National Symphony 
orchestra. 
The performance will be a 
benefit concert for the orches­ 
tra's sustaining fund. 
"I don’t know what that is. but 
it sounds great to me," Kaye 
said. 
I caught up with the maestro 
at the Supreme Court where he 
was having lunch with some of 
the justices. The luncheon was ar­ 
ranged by Mrs. Justice Byron 
White, a member of the concert 
committee. 
Mr. Jusc.ce White, who presum­ 
ably had inside information, was 
out of town. 
Asked how he goes about pre­ 
paring for a symphony concert, 
Kaye explained that he had a big 


advantage over most conductors. 
He can't read music. 


Memorizes Tune 
He therefore doesn’t have to 
bother with learning the score. 
What he does is play the sym­ 
phonies on phonograph records 
until he memorizes the “ tune." 
"Do you conduct the sam e num­ 
ber thAt the orchestra is playing, 
or does that matter?" I asked. 
Kaye said it didn't make much 
difference to him. He said he had 
found that an orchestra doesn't 
really need a conductor — just 
someone to start it off. 
In recent years. Kaye has guest 
conducted about six other orches­ 
tras. each time to critical ac­ 
claim. After his appearance with 
the New York Philharmonic, a 
critic for the New York Times 
wrote: 
"Conducting will never be the 
same again. Neither will the New 
York Philharmonic." 
From all indications, however, 
Kaye himself was unchanged.
